Confidential White House 
Briefing on Viet Nam Situation 

Last Monday I was among the 
Senators who received an off-the- 
record briefing at the White House 
on the United States' position in 
Viet Nam. We heard comprehen- 
sive evaluations from President 
Johnson, Defense Secretary Mc- 
Namara, Secretary of State Rusk, 
General Maxwell Taylor, our for- 
mer Ambassador to Viet Nam, 
United Nations Ambassador Gold- 
berg, Governor Harriman, and 
Eugene Black, former head of the 
World. Bank. 

These experts presented the cur- 
rent picture from their varying 
political, military and economic 
viewpoints, and then invited un- 
limited questioning on any phas 
of the problem. The meetng was 
of a highly confidential nature, 
but the presentations and respon- 
ses to questions were frank and 
informative with no effort made to 
“sell” us on a particular course 
of action. 

1 came away from the session 
with the impression that our pol- 
icy is one of thoughtful and com- 
mendable firmness, and that our 
best minds and talents are devot- 
ing complete attention to this dan- 
gerous and complex problem. Our 
future policy in Viet Nam should 
be dictated by national self-inter- 
est and the long-term gain rather 
than by, international opinion and 
propaganda. 

The President is to be commend- 
ed for his policy in giving mem- 
bers of Congress an unrestricted 
view of the problem. This policy 
should help each of us to make 
sound individual judgments when 
the Congress is called upon for 
supporting action. 

MILITARY PAY INCREASE 
APPROVED 

I was glad to support the bill 
passed in the Senate this week to 
increase the basic pay for mem- 
bers of the armed forces. As ap- 
proved by the Senate, the measure 
provides for greater increases than 
those sought in the budget

granted by the House when it con- 
sidered the bill. 

I heartily agree with Senator 
Russell, Chairman of the Armed 
Services Committee, who stated 
from the Floor: “...1п my opin- 
ion, it is essentiat to our national 
security to seek to achieve a cer- 
tain degree of equity in our mili- 
tary compensation system and to 
do everything that is possible to 
retain qualified and highly train- 
ed personnel." 

DIRKSEN REAPPORTIONMENT 
AMENDMENT REJECTED — 

Failure of the Dirksen reap- 
portionment amendment to poll the 
required two-thirds affirmative 
vote in the Senate last week was 
disappointing because this leaves 
still unresolved the vital matter of 
equitable apportionment of one 
house of the state legislatures. The 
amnedment, of which I was a co- 
sponsor, reserved to the citizens 
of each state the right to appor- 
tion one house of their legislatures 
on some basis other than strictly 
on population, 

Although the amendment car- 
ried by a vote of 57 to 39, it did 
not receive the required two-thirds 
vote that would have sent it to 
the individual state legislatures 
for decision. 

The issue will continue to be a 
troublesome one — particularly 
for states of either sparse or great- 
ly-imbalanced populations — and 
1 am glad that Senator Dirksen has 
indicated that he will continue to 
seek an apprepriate occasion to of- 
fer his amendment. 
CONTROVERSIAL VOTING 
RIGHTS BILL SIGNED 
INTO LAW — 

On August 4 the Senate voted, 
79 to 18, to adopt the conference 
report on the controversial voting 
rights bill, and two days later the 
President signed the bill into law. 
I opposed the legislation from start 
to finish on the grounds that it is 
both unwise and unconstitutional. 
However, I am glad that the con- 
ferees deleted in conference two 
particularly bad provisions of the 
bill.

The Senate passed the bill 
providing for this new agency this 
week Ьу а vote of 57 to 33, while 
the House had previously passed 
a quite similar bill. The minor dif- 
ferences will soon be ironed out 
and the President will sign the bill. 
I opposed this legislation since it 
will create a needless and confus- 
ing over-lapping of federal func- 
tions, and because it is a part of 
the present effort to over-extend 
the centralized federal govern- 
ment while further weakening and 
downgrading the states. In my 
opinion the federal government is 
already TOO BIG, TOO EXTRA- 
VAGANT, and TOO INEFFICIENT
